Messieurs, — 

J’ai  Phonneur  de  vous  presenter  le  Rapport  de 
l’lnspection  Medicale  ponr  l’annee  1912. 

Pendant  le  conrs  de  cette  annee  le  nombre  des  Population, 
naissances  a  ete  de  993,  tres  inferieur  a  celui  de 
P annee  precedente,  et  de  57  unites  au  dessous  de  la 
moyenne  des  dix  dernieres  annees. 

Par  contre  le  nombre  des  deces  a  ete  de  752, 
inferieur  de  117  a  la  moyenne  des  10  dernieres 
annees  ;  c’est  le  cbiffre  de  mortality  le  plus  bas  que 
nous  ayons  jamais  note  dans  nos  Rapports. 

Cent  quinze  cas  de  Maladies  Epidemiques  ont  ete  Epidemies. 
notifies  au  Greffe  durant  1 ’annee  .1912  ;  nous  n’avions 
jamais  eu  si  peu  de  cas  notifies  depuis  plus  de  quinze 
ans,  et  il  ne  faut  pas  attribuer  cette  diminution  au 
fait  que  la  Rougeole  a  cesse  d’etre  notifiee  a  partir 
du  ler  Mars,  la  tuberculose  pulmonaire  devint  noti¬ 
fiable  a  la  meme  date  et  nous  vovons  par  le  tableau 
suivant  que  le  cbiffre  des  principales  maladies  epide¬ 
miques  est  moindre  que  celui  atteint  dans  les  annees 
precedentes  :

Sur  les  12  cas  notifies  en  1 91 13,  Fun  etait  etranger 
a  Jersey  arrivant  malade  de  France  et  F  autre  etait 
bien  residant  a  Jersey  mais  revenait  d’un  voyage  en 
France.  II  ne  reste  done  que  10  cas  de  provenance 
locale  parmi  lesquels  4  eurent  lien  a  Grouville  pen¬ 
dant  le  mois  de  Juillet  et  furent  causes  par  Fusage 
d’un  puits  malpropre  que  Fon  a  du  supprimer.

Je  ne  puis  mieux  faire  que  de  vous  donner  pour  Diphteria, 
la  diphterie,  comme  je  viens  de  le  faire  pour  la 
typhoide,  le  releve  des  annees  precedentes,  cette 
comparaison  si  facile  vous  montrera  mieux  que  tons 
les  raisonnements  le  progres  si  sensible  de  la 
sanitation  a  Jersey.

II  est  certain  qu’une  epidemie  de  diphterie  pent 
ton  jours  survenir  et  relever  brusquement  le  chiffre 
annuel,  mais  ce  serait  un  accident  contre  lequelnous 
aurions  a  lutter  par  tous  les  moyens  en  notre  pouvoir 
et  qui  ne  devrait,  pas  nous  empecher  de  reconnaitre 
combiena  ete  salutaire  Feffort  des  annees  precedentes 
qui  en  8  ans  a  abaisse  le  nombre  des  cas  de  189  a  12 
et  la  mortalite  de  16  a  0. 

La  diphterie  a  ete  a  pen  pres  egalement  reparti e 
entre  la  ville  et  la  campagne. 

Cette  maladie  qui  a  reparn  a  Jersey  en  Mai  1910  Searlatine. 
ne  semble  pas  encore  prete  a  nous  quitter.  Apres 
les  68  cas  de  1911,  nous  avons  encore  40  cas  en  1912,

repandus  uniformement  sur  presque  toute  l’lle.  II 
n’y  a  eu  aucnn  deces,  la  forme  de  scarlatine  que 
nous  voyons  esttres  legere,  l’eruption  fngace  dure  a 
peine  24  heures  ce  qui  per  met  a  nombre  cas  de 
passer  inaperyus  jusqu’au  moment  de  la  desquama¬ 
tion.  C’est  probablement  a  cette  raison  que  nous 
devons  attribuer  la  prolongation  de  cette  epidemie 
parmi  nous. 

21  cas  sur  40  ont  ete  isoles  a  Westmount. 

L’epidemie  est  repartie  sur  tons  les  mois  de  l’annee 
avec  un  maximum  en  Fevrier  et  Mars. 

Au  moment  du  renouvellement  du  Reglement 
Sanitaire,  votre  Comite  jugeant  que  la  Rougeole  est 
une  maladie  transmissible  avant  meme  d’etre  recon- 
naissable,  decida  de  la  rayer  de  laliste  des  maladies 
notifiables.  Nous  avions  reconnu  pendant  1  ’epidemie 
de  l’annee  precedente  que  les  mesures  d’isolation,  la 
fermeture  des  ecoles,  etc.,  etaient  sans  aucun  effet 
sur  la  marche  de  la  maladie  ;  la  Rougeole  cessa  done 
de  nous  etre  notifiee  a  partir  du  mois  de  Mars  1912. 

II  faudra  employer  d’autres  moyens  pour  bitter 
contre  cette  maladie  insidieuse ;  la  surveillance  des 
ecoles,  les  fumigations  et  ventilations  seront  peut 
etre  des  preventifs  plus  efficaces.  II  ne  faut  d’ail- 
leurs  pas  exagerer  le  danger,  comme  certain es  per- 
sonnes  sont  trop  souvent  portees  a  le  faire,  il  estvrai 
que  la  rougeole  prend  a  chaque  epidemie  une  forme 
speciale,  elle  peut  etre  grave  quelquefois  mais  le 
plus  souvent  la  moi  talite  est  faible. 

Nous  avons  eu  ces  annees  dernieres  d’assez  nom- 
breux  cas  de  rougeole  pour  nous  assurer  qu’a  Jersey 
1’ epidemie  n’est  pas  dangereuse  :

Comme  vous  le  voyez  de  1906  a  1911,  nous  avons 
eu  13  deces  pour  2237  cas  notifies. 
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Deux  cas  de  fievre  puerperale  out  ete  notifies  pen¬ 
dant  l’annee,  un  a  Grouville  et  F  autre  a  St.  Helier 
qui  fut  snivi  demort. 

Votre  Comite,  suivant  Fexemple  des  nations  voi- 
sines  on  la  question  de  la  lutte  contre  la  tuberculose 
a  pris  depuis  quelques  annees  une  importance 
primordiale,  a  decide  que  dorenavant  la  tuberculose 
pulmonaire  serait  notifiable. 

Cette  nouvelle  rnesure  n’est  pas  encore  tout  a  fait 
entree  dans  les  habitudes  de  la  profession  medicate, 
nn  certain  nombre  de  nos  confreres  ont  craint  de 
causer  un  prejudice  a  leurs  malades  en  notihant  un 
diagnostic  que  bien  souvent  nous  preferons  attenuer 
pour  maintenir  le  malade  dans  les  conditions  les  plus 
favorables  a  sa  guerison. 

Mais  qu’il  me  soit  permis  de  dire  que  si  d’une 
part  le  devoir  de  votre  Comite  est  toujours  de  faire 
passer  Finteret  dela  salubrite  publique  avant  Finteret 
du  simple  particulier,  d’autrepart  les  employes  de 
votre  Comite,  depuis  longtemps  penetres  des  respon- 
sabilites  que  leur  imposent  leurs  fonctions,  evitent 
par  tons  les  moyens  en  leur  pouvoir  que  ce  qui  doit 
sauvegarder  lasante  publique  puisse  devenir  preju- 
diciable  aux  particulars. 

La  notification  d’un  cas  de  tuberculose  ne  peut 
done  en  aucune  maniere  causer  de  tort  au  malade. 

D’autrepart,  au  point  de  vue  de  FInspection  Sani- 
taire,  cette  notification  aura  une  grande  importance, 
car  si  Fon  a  dit  qu’il  y  avait  des  maisons  a  cancer, 
ou  sait  encore  bien  plus  certainement  qu’il  y  a  des 
maisons  a  tuberculose  ;  nous  allons  done  lutterplus 
surement  contre  cette  maladie  en  abolissant  progres- 
sivement  les  logements  insalubres  (slums)  qui  sont 
malheureusement  encore  bien  nombreux  dans  cer¬ 
tains  quartiers  de  St.  Helier.

48  cas  de  tuberculose  ont  ete  notifies,  38  a  la  ville 
et  seulement  10  a  la  campagne,  probablement  pour 
les  raisons  professionnelles  que  j’ai  exposees  plus 
liaut. 

Pendant  les  12  mois  de  1’annee,  il  y  a  eu  62  deces 
par  suite  de  tuberculose  pulmonaire  dont  44  dans  la 
paroisse  de  St.  Helier.  Les  autres  formes  de 
tuberculose  ont  donne  respectivement  13  pour  bile 
et  11  pour  St.  Helier.  Ces  chiffres  sont  inferieurs  a 
ceuxdes  annees  precedentes. 

Cornme  nous  l’avons  deja  fait  remarquer  dans  un 
de  nos  rapports  precedents,  les  maladies  tuberculeuses 
mieux  connues  et  mieux  traitees  donnent  une  mor¬ 
tality  qui  tend  a  diminuer  depuis  plusieurs  annees. 

Nous  avons  a  constater  encore  un  deces  par 
tetanos. 

L’influenza  et  la  coqueluche  qui  ont  sevi  pendant 
Lhiver  et  une  partie  du  printemps  ont  cause  respec- 
tivement  2  et  6  deces,  presque  tous  a  St.  Helier. 

Une  autre  epidemie  sans  importance  nous  a  visites 
vers  le  mois  de  Mai,  la  petite  verole  volante ;  elle 
n’a  pas  cause  de  deces  et  n’a  d ’inconvenient  que 
pour  les  ecoles  dont  elle  interrompt  les  classes. 

Mais  les  visites  annuelles  de  cette  maladie  qui  res- 
semble  a  la  variole  nous  font  ton  jours  craindre  l’in- 
vasion  de  cette  dangereuse  epidemie  au  milieu  de 
notre  population  peu  on  point  du  tout  vaccinee. 

Notons  avec  plaisir  que  la  diarrliee  infantile  qui 
avait  fait  tant  de  victimes  en  1911,  n’a  pas  reparu 
cette  annee 

On  a  tant  parle  et  tant  ecrit  dernier ement  sur  le 
cancer  que  je  crois  utile  de  publier  la  statistique  des 
dernieres  annees  pour  fixer  les  esprits.  Je  comprends 
la  frayeur  qu’inspire  cette  terrible  maladie,  mais  il 
faut  bien  esperer  que  le  jour  n’est  pas  eloigne  ou  un 
serum  sera  decouvert  qui  nous  permettra  dela  guerir. 
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En  attendant  il  fant  savoir  denx  choses,  1°  ce  n’est 
pas  la  plus  mortelle  des  maladies,  elle  cause  une 
soixantaine  de  deces  a  Jersey  par  annee  tandis  que 
nous  voyons  cette  annee  111  deces  causes  par  maladie 
de  coeur  et  syncope,  55  par  bronchite,  56  par 
pneumonie — 2°  c’est  un  fait  que  le  cancer  augment e 
en  Angleterre,  mais  il  n’en  est  keureusement  pas  de 
meme  a  Jersey.  La  moyenne  des  13  dernieres 
annees  est  59*5  cas  par  an,  et  voici  pour  plus  de 
clarte  un  tableau  donnont  pour  chaque  annee  depuis 
1905  le  nombre  des  deces  par  cancer  a  Jersey  et  en 
Angleterre.

Nous  regrettons  de  constater  qu’il  y  a  eu  11  cas  de 
mort  par  suicide  durant  h  annee,  ce  chiffre  est  de 
beaucoup  superieur  a  celui  des  annees  precedentes 
dont  la  moyenne  ne  depassait  pas  5. 


Votre  employe  Mr.  E.  G.  Hottonaeu  a  desinfecter  Disinfection

Je  vous  presente  ci-joint  le  Releve  de  tons  les  cas 
de  maladies  notifies  an  Greff e  pendant  le  conrs  de 
Fannie. 

Snr  les  115  cas  notifies,  21  ont  ete  traites  a 
Westmount,  et  ID  a  FHopital-Giniral. 

Comme  je  l’ai  dit  plus  haut,  les  21  cas  traites  a 
Westmount  etaient  atteints  de  scarlatine  ;  les  19  cas 
traites  a  FHopital-Giniral  se  decomposent  ainsi  : 
4  diphtiries,  8  typhoides  et  7  tuberculoses  pulmo- 
naires. 

Nous  esperons  que  dans  un  avenir  prochain  la 
diphterie  ne  sera  plus  traitee  a  FHopital-Giniral  ; 
mais  qu’elle  sera  isolee  comme  la  scarlatine. 

L’analyse  des  eaux  de  consommation  a  ete 
demandee  pour  32  cas  de  maladies  epidemiques  et 
les  puits  ont  ete  condamnes  dans  7  maisons. 

La  vente  du  lait  a  ete  suspend ue  dans  une  ferme 
oil  il  y  avait  un  cas  de  diphterie  et  dans  une  autre 
ou  il  y  avait  de  la  scarlatine. 
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Je  vous  presente,  corame  chaque  annee,  les  Tableaux 
tableaux  de  la  mortalite  dans  la  paroisse  de  St.-  Morfalite. 
Plelier  et  dans  bile  de  Jersey. 

Ce  travail  de  statistique  peu  interessant  a  lire  est 
cependant  le  point  culminant  de  notre  rapport 
annuel  puisque,  par  comparaison  avec  une  suite 
d’annaes  deja  assez  longue,  il  nous  permet  de  juger 
des  progres  faits  pour  la  sanitation  de  bile  ou  bien 
nous  montre  les  points  sur  lesquels  nous  devons 
porter  de  nouveaux  efforts. 

Comme  je  l’ai  dit  au  debut  de  ce  rapport,  l’annee 
1912  a  ete  marquee  par  une  diminution  generale 
dans  les  maladies  notifiables  ;  il  en  a  ete  de  meme 
pour  toutes  les  autres  maladies  en  general  et  c’est 
pourquoi  nous  avons  le  plaisir  de  vous  annoncer 
des  moyennes  de  mortalite  inferieures  aux  pre- 
cedentes,  et  qui  peuvent  se  comparer  avec  celles 
des  nations  les  plus  favorisees. 

Nous  avions  eu  en  1911  pour  St. -Helier  544  deces 
donnant  une  moyenne  de  19d  par  mille  habitants, 
cette  annee  nous  avons  eu  456  deces  donnant  une 
moyenne  de  16*4  ;  et  pour  bile  entiere,  au  lieu  de 
904  deces,  moyenne  17 ‘2,  nous  n’avons  enregistre 
que  752  deces  donnant  pour  Jersey  le  moyenne  de 
14*4. 

Voici  pour  terminer  le  tableau  comparatif  des 
moyennes  annuelles  de  la  mortalite  pour  la  paroisse 
de  St. -Helier  et  pour  bile  entiere  depuis  l’annee 
1905,  ce  tableau  se  passe  de  commentaire.

Of  these  inspections  462  took  place  in  the  country 

districts. 

Roughly  speaking  it  would  appear  that  about  as 

much  time  has  been 

spent 

in  visits  to  the 

rural 

parishes  as  in  inspections  in  the  town  and  suburbs. 
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Infecticus  Disease. 

Only  41  visits  to  premises  where  cases  of  infectious 
disease  had  occurred  were  necessary  during  the 
past  year. 

The  decrease  from  84  visits  in  1911  is  naturally 
due  to  the  exceptionally  few  cases  notified.

Eight  reports  regarding  insanitary  conditions  in 


the  properties  visited  were  attended  to,  the  necessary 
improvements  being  promptly  carried  out. 

In  2  cases  the  sale  of  milk  from  infected  premises 
was  ordered  to  be  discontinued  until  complete 
disinfection  had  been  carried  out. 

In  addition  to  the  above  a  number  of  houses  where 
sore  throat,  &c.,  had  been  prevalent  have  been 
visited  at  the  request  of  the  tenants  with  excellent 
results,  defects  in  the  drainage  systems  being 
invariably  discovered. 

The  slight  outbreak  of  typhoid  in  the  parish  of 
Grouville  in  July  was  accounted  for  by  the  fact  that 
a  well  which  had  been  condemned  some  years  ago 
(consequent  on  a  case  of  typhoid  fever)  had  been 
re-opened.  On  anal}Tsis  this  water  was  found  to  be 
grossly  polluted,  and  orders  were  given  for  the  well 
to  be  filled  in. 
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Unfortunately  there  appears  to  be  a  widespread 
disregard  of  the  danger  incurred  by  making  use  of 
water  supplies  of  unknown  quality  or  doubtful 
purity. 

Smoke  Tests. 

The  smoke  test  was  applied  on  30  occasions  to 
the  drainage  systems  of  18  properties,  only  one  of 
which  was  found  satisfactory  at  the  first  test,  while 
in  4  cases  the  defects  discovered  necessitated  the 
complete  overhauling  and  relaying  of  the  existing 
systems. 

Up  to  date  I  have  tested  and  examined  the  drains 
and  sanitary  fittings  of  10G  properties,  only  10  of 
which  have  been  found  to  be  without  serious 
defects. 

Seven  fees  of  £1  have  been  received  from  owners 
or  tenants  who  required  certificates  as  to  the 
satisfactory  condition  of  the  properties  in  question. 
In  each  case  a  certificate  was  granted  after  the 
necessary  alterations  had  been  carried  out. 

It  frequently  occurs  that  tenants  who  wish  to 
have  the  sanitary  condition  of  their  houses  enquired 
into  are  deterred  by  the  amount  of  the  fee  and 
prefer  to  run  the  risk  of  hidden  defects  in  drains,  &c. 

I  would  therefore  suggest  that  a  lesser  fee,  say  of 
5/-,  not  necessitating  the  granting  of  a  Certificate, 
should  be  accepted  to  cover  the  cost  of  the  examin¬ 
ation  of  suspected  drainage  systems.  This  measure 
would,  I  feel  sure,  promote  a  considerable  advance 
in  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  Island. 

At  the  same  time  I.  would  also  urge  upon  your 
Committee  the  desirability  of  a  Regulation  in  virtue 
of  which  the  construction  or  repairing  of  every 
private  drain  must  be  notified  to  your  officials. 
At  present  there  is  no  doubt  that  much  faulty 
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arrangement  and  imperfect  workmanship  is  hastily 
covered  up  and  left  for  the  future  to  discover. 

Milk  Supply. 

The  number  of  milkshops  on  the  Register  now 
stands  at  110,  a  decrease  of  6  since  last  year. 

It  may  be  noted  that  there  has  been  a  yearly 
decrease  in  the  number  of  retailers  of  milk  since 
the  beginning  of  1908,  when  there  were  139  on  the 
Register.  This  diminution  is  due  to  the  gradual 
suppression  of  the  less  desirable  class  of  milkshop, 
also,  it  would  appear,  to  the  injurious  effect  on  trade 
of  official  sampling  in  certain  cases. 

The  addresses  of  15  establishments  where  teas 
and  light  refreshments  are  provided  have  been 
added  to  the  Register  during  the  year. 

In  one  instance  the  only  water  supply  available 
was  found  to  be  very  inadequate  and  impure,  while 
in  other  cases  the  quality  of  the  milk  sold  demanded 
attention. 

I  am  firmly  of  the  opinion  that  no  milk  should  be 
sold  without  a  special  permit,  issued  by  your  Com¬ 
mittee  and  renewable  annually. 

Bakehouses. 

83  visits  to  bakehouses  are  recorded  during  the 
year,  the  general  conditions  being  satisfactory. 

There  are  still  58  addresses  on  the  Register. 

Food  Inspection. 

A  considerable  amount  of  time  has  been  devoted 
to  the  matter  of  the  food  supply  of  the  public. 

104  inspections  were  made  of  premises  where  food 
is  prepared  or  exposed  for  sale,  such  as  “  char- 
cuteries,”  butchers’,  grocers’  and  fishmongers’ shops, 
restaurants,  &c. 
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The  general  conditions  of  the  establishments  visited 
were  satisfactory. 

The  manner  in  which  meat  is  carried  from  the 
Abattoirs  to  the  shops  is  capable  of  improvement. 

Lodging  Houses. 

16  lodging  houses  were  visited  during  the  year. 

In  one  instance  apartments  were  found  to  be 
overcrowded  with  beds  and  without  adequate  light 
or  ventilation.  These  premises  were  condemned  as 
unfit  for  habitation. 

One  case  of  overcrowding  occurred  and  was  dealt 
with  by  the  Police. 

House  to  House  Inspection. 

891  dwelling  houses  have  been  visited,  either  in 
response  to  complaints  or  in  the  course  of  the  usual 
routine  of  systematic  inspection  in  certain  areas. 

The  defects  discovered  are  dealt  with  under  the 
heading  of  ‘‘Nuisances.” 

Perhaps  the  most  frequent  cause  of  complaint  to 
be  met  with  in  the  poorer  class  of  dwelling  is  damp¬ 
ness.  Quite  a  considerable  proportion  of  the  homes 
of  the  labouring  classes  are  wretchedly  damp, 
especially  in  a  wet  season. 

When  caused  by  want  of  damp-proof  courses, 
porous  walls,  lack  of  ventilation  under  floors,  &c., 
this  form  of  nuisance  is  most  difficult  of  abatement. 
In  fact,  when  the  dampness  is  severe,  the  only 
remedy  is  the  compulsory  closing  of  the  property  as 
uninhabitable. 

I  have  found  children  sleeping  in  rooms  of  which 
the  walls  were  reeking  with  moisture  and  floor¬ 
boards  rottten  through  direct  contact  with  damp  earth. 

A  number  of  houses  have  already  been  closed  on 
this  account  alone. 
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There  is  still  the  same  reluctance  on  the  part  of 
tenants  to  complain  of  insanitary  conditions.  In 
fact,  on  several  occasions,  on  visiting  premises  by 
special  request  of  a  tenant,  I  have  been  informed 
by  a  member  of  the  same  family  that  there  is  abso¬ 
lutely  nothing  wrong. 

In  other  cases  people  seem  to  be  afraid  that  their 
neighbours  will  inform  the  landlord  if  they  are 
overheard  to  make  a  perfectlv  legitimate  complaint. 

Complaints. 

155  complaints  have  been  received  from  various 
sources,  as  compared  with  last  year’s  total  of  170. 

The  great  majority  of  these  complaints,  which 
were  of  the  usual  varied  nature,  were  discovered  to 
be  well-founded. 

It  may  be  remarked  that  the  names  of  persons 
who  lodge  complaints  are  never,  under  any  circum¬ 
stances,  divulged. 

It  is  well  that  the  public  should  know  this,  as  the 
first  question  a  landlord  or  his  agent  invariably  asks 
is  “  Who  complained  ?.” 

Nuisances. 

The  largely  increased  number  of  1,122  visits  have 
been  paid  to  premises  where  nuisances  had  been 
previously  found  to  exist. 

112  reports  have  been  transmitted  to  the 
Constables  of  the  various  Parishes  (an  increase  of  21 
over  last  year’s  total)  and  in  a  number  of  instances 
where  official  action  was  unnecessary  informal 
intimations  have  been  issued  to  the  parties  concerned. 

The  inspections  under  this  heading  are  undertaken 
for  the  purpose  of  following  up  these  reports  and 
include  the  supervision  of  all  work  put  in  hand  at 
the  instigation  of  this  Committee. 
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The  details  of  the  work  carried  out  under  these 
conditions  are  appended  below  : —

Regarding  the  matter  of  the  pollution  of  beaches, 
in  several  instances  the  necessary  steps  have  been 
taken  by  owners  of  property  discharging  sewage  on 
to  the  foreshore  to  prevent  a  recurrence  of  the 
nuisance. 

In  the  case  of  the  public  sew(  r  outfalls  at  First 
Tower,  Beaumont  and  St.  Aubin’s,an  expert  upinion 
has  been  obtained  as  to  the  best  method  of  dealing 
with  the  question,  and  it  is  to  be  sincerely  hoped 
that  some  scheme  will  be  put  in  hand  in  the  near 
future. 
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As  regards  the  drainage  at  St.  Brelade’s  Bay,  very 
little  progress  has  been  made. 

Although  it  is  out  of  the  question  that  every 
private  drain  should  be  allowed  to  discharge  upon 
the  beach,  yet  the  cesspool  system  would  also  be 
objectionable  for  various  reasons. 

Having  regard  to  the  number  of  residents  and 
the  large  influx  of  summer  visitors  to  this  district 
the  only  final  and  satisfactory  remedy  to  the  existing 
state  of  affairs  would  be  the  adoption  of  a  proper 
scheme  of  drainage  embracing  every  building  in 
the  Bay. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  the  work  of  replacing 
obsolete  and  insanitary  street  gullies  with  stoneware 
syphon  traps  is  being  expeditiously  carried  out  by 
the  Parochial  Authorities. 

Water  Supply. 

During  the  year  21  samples  of  drinking  water 
have  been  collected  in  the  Country  Parishes,  from 
premises  where  infectious  disease  had  occurred,  and 
submitted  to  the  Official  Analyst. 

In  addition  to  these,  samples  of  the  water  supplies 
of  10  properties  were  taken  for  analysis. 

These  included  samples  from  public  pumps, 
dairy  farms,  re-opened  wells,  &c. 

In  two  cases  groups  of  cottages  were  reported  on 
as  being  without  water  supply  of  any  kind,  and 
wells  were  sunk  to  remedy  this  defect. 

In  five  other  instances  where  the  tenants  were 
unprovided  with  water,  the  Waterworks  service  was 
laid  on. 

The  fact  that  in  so  many  cases  water  has  to  be 
fetched  from  a  distance  accounts,  in  my  opinion, 
for  much  of  the  want  of  cleanliness  in  certain  quarters. 
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During  tlie  year  a  number  of  complaints  were 
received  regarding  the  impure  condition  of  the 
Waterworks  Company’s  water  in  the  St.  Aubins 
district. 

Enquiries  were  instituted  and  a  number  of  samples 
obtained,  which  on  analysis  were  found  to  contain 
abnormal  quantities  of  iron  rust,  caused  by  the  use 
of  a  steel  scraper  in  the  main  at  Beaumont. 

Although  the  public  health  was  not  directly  affected, 
yet  the  attendant  scare  caused  the  re-opening  of 
wells  of  doubtful  purity,  and  your  Committee,  taking 
action  on  these  grounds,  requested  the  Company  to 
take  immediate  steps  to  ensure  a  potable  supply  of 
water  in  that  neighbourhood. 

Dairy  Farms. 

38  dairy  farms  were  visited  during  the  past  year, 

A  report  which  was  issued  concerning  the  bad 
drainage,  lack  of  light  or  ventilation  in  the  stable, 
and  want  of  cleanliness  at  a  certain  farm  was  attended 
to. 

The  water  supply  was  condemned  in  two  cases. 
One  well  was  cleaned  out,  cemented  &c.,  and  even¬ 
tually  passed  as  satisfactory.  In  the  other  instance 
the  Waterworks  supply  was  laid  on. 

Schools. 

5  schools  have  been  visited  during  the  year. 

A  Report  was  issued  to  the  Constable  of  the  Parish 
regarding  an  Elementary  School  where  the  drainage 
system  was  choked  and  in  a  most  insanitary  condi¬ 
tion  owing  to  the  lack  of  system  in  flushing  and 
cleansing. 

The  arrangements  for  emptying  the  cesspool  had 
failed  and  the  flushing  of  the  conveniences  appeared 
p3  be  carried  out  in  a  most  casual  manner. 


The  Report  was  promptly  attended  to  and  it  is  to 
be  hoped  a  recurrence  of  this  nuisance  will  be 
avoided,  as  such  a  state  of  things  in  a  public  building 
is  intolerable. 

Food  Samples. 

96  samples  of  foods  and  drugs  have  been  procured 
under  the  provisions  of  the  “  Loi  touchant  la  Falsifi¬ 
cation  des  Denrees,”  a  considerable  increase  over 
last  year’s  total  of  47.

It  will  be  seen  by  the  above  table  that  25  per 
cent  of  the  samples  procured  from  farmers  and 
16 '6  per  cent  of  those  supplied  by  retailers  have 
been  found  to  be  adulterated  during  the  past  year, 
while  the  figures  for  the  six  years  show  2(J  per  cent 
of  farmers’  and  22  per  cent  of  retailers’  milks  to 
have  been  other  than  genuine. 

It  must  not,  however,  be  deduced  from  these 
figures  that  about  20  per  cent  of  the  milk  sellers  in 
the  Island  are  in  the  habit  of  selling  inferior  milk. 
This  form  of  fraud  appears  to  be  confined  to  a  small 
section  of  farmers  and  retailers,  whose  names  recur 
again  and  again  as  the  purveyors  of  milk  of  a  very 
suspicious  quality. 

I  might  instance  the  case  of  one  farmer,  now 
happily  retired  from  business,  who  was  responsible 
for  no  less  than  16  samples  of  adulterated  milk. 

I  append  a  list  of  the  food  samples  certified  by 
the  Official  Analyst  to  be  other  than  genuine  : —

The  case  against  a  vendor  of  coffee  (sample  No. 
332)  was  proved  to  have  been  the  result  of  an  error 
on  the  part  of  a  saleswoman. 

It  may,  however,  be  noted  that  samples  of  coffee 
and  chicory  purchased  as  such  at  well-known 
establishments  in  the  town  were  found  to  contain 
as  much  as  53  and  55  per  cent  of  chicory. 

In  these  proportions,  with  chicory  at  5d.  per  lb. 
and  pure  coffee  at  1/-  or  1/2,  the  purchase  of  such 
a  mixture  at  1/-  per  lb.  would  certainly  appear  to 
be  to  the  prejudice  of  the  buyer. 

Not  onlv  the  fact  of  its  being  a  mixture  but  the 

c  o 

proportions  of  the  ingredients  should  be  declared  on 
the  package. 

In  the  case  of  sample  No.  366,  the  milk  was 
purchased  at  the  door  of  a  farm-house.  Analysis 
showed  that  a  large  percentage  of  cream  was  absent. 
It  was  admitted  by  the  vendor  that,  the  milk  having 
been  set  aside  for  butter,  the  cream  was  pushed 
aside  with  a  spoon  and  the  quantity  required 
dipped  out  from  the  partially  skimmed  milk.

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In  Court  tlie  extraordinary  excuse  was  put  forward 
that  the  seller  understood  the  milk  was  bought  for 
consumption  on  the  premises  and  therefore  did  not 
stir  in  the  cream  as  it  would  then  have  been  “  too 
rich  for  drinking.” 

Similarly  the  vendor  of  sample  No.  372  admitted 
drawing  off  the  milk  supplied  from  the  bottom  of  a 
tin  which  had  been  standing  for  some  hours  and 
urged  the  ridiculous  defence  that  “  they  thought 
the  milk  was  intended  for  children  and  so  refrained 
from  stirring  in  the  cream.” 

In  both  cases  however  the  full  price  of  new  milk 
was  charged  and  no  mention  made  of  the  fact  that 
it  was  partially  skimmed. 

Sample  No.  371  was  obtained  from  the  keeper  of 
a  tearoom  at  a  country  resort.  This  sample  was 
admittedly  milk  of  the  previous  day  of  which  the 
cream  had  evidently  been  carefully  skimmed  for 
other  uses. 

No.  409  brought  to  light  an  exceptionally  bad 
case  of  watering  and  skimming,  particularly  consi¬ 
dering  the  status  of  the  firm  involved. 

The  contradictory  statements  made  by  the  actual 
sellers  at  the  time  of  purchase  left  little  doubt  of 
their  previous  knowledge  of  the  adulteration. 

The  regularity  with  which  the  Court  is  asked  to 
believe  in  a  lengthy  series  of  coincidences  which 
invariably  happen  on  the  particular  day  an  official 
sample  is  asked  for,  should  be  noted  by  those  who 
maintain  that  an  unjust  persecution  of  honest  traders 
is  being  carried  on.

Workrooms. 

49  inspections  have  been  made  to  establishments 
such  as  laundries,  milliners’  and  dressmakers’  work¬ 
rooms,  &c.,  where  female  labour  is  employed,  with  a 
view  to  the  prevention  of  overcrowding,  &c. 

Although  the  majority  of  the  premises  visited 
could  not  be  said  to  be  overcrowded  at  the  time, 
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yet,  when  long  hours  are  enforced,  the  atmosphere 
of  an  apartment  with  closed  windows  and  lighted 
gas-jets  would  become  so  impure  as  to  be  decidedly 
prejudicial  to  health,  even  though  the  number  of 
inmates  was  strictly  in  proportion  to  the  size  of  the 
room. 

It  would  therefore  seem  that  the  Sanitary  Regu¬ 
lations  need  to  be  supplemented  by  special  legis¬ 
lation  curtailing  the  hours  of  work  under  these 
conditions.
